1.  That  the  Hybridizer,  Gladiolus  Grower  or  any  party  that 
submits  bulbs  to  the  Trial  Gardens  shall  hereafter  be 
known  as  “Subscriber” — and  that  the  subscriber  agrees 
and  acknowledges  in  full — the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  Trial  Gardens.

B  That  in  event  that  the  subscriber  is  unable  to  comply  with 
Rule  “2  A” — special  permission  must  be  obtained  from 
Herbert  D.  Pappas  Nurseries — to  submit  the  stock  the 
subscriber  desires  to.

JUDGING  AND  RATING  OF  GLADIOLUS  IN 

TRIAL  GARDENS 

Part  Two 

A  That  Herbert  D.  Pappas  Nurseries,  shall  judge  and  rate 
on  growing,  reproduction  and  cut  fiowers. 

B  That  the  United  Cut  Flower  Company  of  111  West  28th  St., 
New  York  City,  shall  receive  cut  fiowers  from  the  “Trial 
Gardens” — and  they  will  act  as  a  judge.  They  will  judge 
and  rate  on  the  cut  fiowers — as  to  how  they  arrive,  stand 
shipping  and  handling — also  as  to  commercial  possibilities
